Voters turned out in record numbers to sweep Liberals to power 


T his election may 
have turned the 
tide on apathy. 
More than 17 million 
Canadians voted, 
more than in 2011 - in 
every province - and 
when final figures are 
released, it looks like 
2015 will be the year to 
have the highest voter 
turnout in a federal 
election since 1993, 
with about 68.5 per cent 
of eligible Canadians 
voting - up from 61 
per cent last federal 
election. 

It could have been the 
four-day advance polls, 
which also saw a record 
number of voters, that 
drove numbers up. 

It might have been the 
lengthy campaign finally 
managed to capture the 
attention of Canadians, 
generating more 
watercooler chat, more 
attention to debates 
and media coverage, 
engaging more interest 
than in recent years. 

But we all know, now 
the election is behind 
us and we have the 
results, the most likely 
explanation for increased 
voter turnout has to do 
with Canadians becoming 


who was going to form this 
government - they wanted 
change, and they needed 
to vote to accomplish that 
Despite the claims of 
the Conservatives early 
in the campaign that 
Justin Trudeau was just 
a pretty face with good 
hair who wasn’t ready 
to rule, voters decided, 


had to think about it, that 
he might make a good 
leader - or at least would 
be able to change the 
tone of Canadian politics, 
which were making many 
people uncomfortable. 

It seems he was just 
what voters were looking 
for - he brought a positive, 


was in sharp contrast to 
Stephen Harper’s attempts 
to instill fear into voters - 
fear that would justify his 
foreign affeirs, security 
and immigrations policies 
that many Canadians felt 
brought shame to their 
peace-keeping country. 

But despite a Liberal 
sweep, including

Conservative Rob 
Nicholson was returned 
to Ottawa to represent 
the Niagara Falls riding, 
which includes Niagara- 
on-the-Lake and Fort 
Erie. It could be because 


of his personal popularity 
and extensive experience 
as one of the most 
powerful Conservatives 
in the country-or it 
could be because two 
strong candidates, 

Liberal Ron Planche and 
Carolyn Iaonnoni of the 
NDP, divided the voters 
who hoped to oust the 
Conservatives. Probably 
a combination of the two 
spelled good fortune for 
Nicholson. 

It will be a different job 
he faces when Parliament 
resumes, as a member 
of the opposition against 
a ruling party with very 
different values, but 
he's been there before. 
Given his past roles in 
opposition, as transport 
critic and party whip, 
he’s likely to be handed 
something substantial. 
And we can count on 
him to continue pushing 
policies that benefit this 
riding, as he always has. 

We thank Ron 
Planche, Carolyn 
Iaonnoni and Steven 
Soos for their efforts and 
for caring enough to put 
themselves forward, 
and we congratulate 
Nicholson. We’ll be 
watching with interest to 
see what unfolds once 
Parliament resumes.

Many years ago I walked 
along the narrow much 
grown over trails of what is 
now known as Shagbark 
Trail, the Town's nature park 
In following years I walked 
with friends such as the late 
John Lessle, nature photog¬ 
rapher and the late Bob 
Chambers. Jim McNair, sci¬ 
ence teacher at Bertie Senior 
Elementary School, initiated 
with student help creation 


and maintenance of paths 
and placed markers on trees 
identifying them. Years 
passed but it was not main¬ 
tained and area youths used 
it and abused it. Many of us 
saw the potential of the 
property nature-wise. Rob 
Eberly, area naturalist, and 
others promoted a town 
cleanup of an old car and 
repairs of the trails. 

The Town had purchased 
the site and actively sup¬ 
ported the Bert Miller Nature 
Club’s role as care taker of the 


park The late Bob Chambers 
of the Club was the first 
chairman of the Shagbark 
Committee and established 
plans for its future. He was 
followed by Dawn Piemowski 
who has continued in many 
great ways to enhance the 
park and its uses. The trails 
are well marked now. The 
parking lot is off Burleigh 
Road north. A gravelled trail 
leads into the wooded area 
where you can follow the 
clearly marked trails. There 
are some good signs along 


the path and a special tower 
has been constructed by the 
Bert Miller Nature Club to 
attract Chimney swifts of the 
area for resting and nesting 
purposes. Many tree plant¬ 
ings have occurred and 
plants in certain areas to 
attract butterflies have been 
introduced. This is your park 
and it is a great place to enjoy 
nature. Take a few hours this 
Fall to visit Shagbark Park. It 
gets its name from the Shag¬ 
bark hickory trees that grow 
throughout the park. As you

gravel path there are some 
shagbark hickory trees to 
greet you.
